The Applicants' Information Disclosure Statement, filed 1 1 May 2007, has been received and entered into the record. The IDS, 
however, fails to fully comply with the provisions of MPEP § 609. 

As noted by the Applicants, under 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(d), the Applicant is not required to supply copies of references when the reference 
was cited and properly identified in an IDS of an antecedent application, and the earlier submitted IDS conforms with 37 C.F.R. § 
1.98(a)-(c). However, not all of the items cited on the IDS of 1 1 May 2007 fulfill these requirements. 

Items 20-22 (three Japanese Patents) were originally submitted in the IDS of 5 July 2005 in antecedent application 10/648,577. 
However, the submission failed to comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(a)(3) because the references were submitted in a foreign language 
and the Applicants failed to include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it was presently understood by the individual designated 
in 37 CFR § 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. 
As such, these documents have not been considered, except for the Abstract Only of reference 21, since an English language 
translation of the Abstract was provided. 

Reference 98 was originally submitted in an IDS filed 5 December 2003 in antecedent applications 10/648,577 and 10/648,600, but 
failed to conform to the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(a)(2) because no copy of the reference was received. 

The applicants did submit a CD-ROM as part of the IDS submission. However, such a submission fails to comply with the provisions 
ofMPEP§ 609. 

MPEP § 609.04(a)II states that 

"Electronic means or medium for filing IDSs are not permitted except for: (A) citations to U.S. patents and U.S. patent application 
publications in an IDS filed via the Office's Electronic Filing System (EFS) (see MPEP § 609.07); or (B) a compact disc (CD) that 
has tables, sequence listings, or program listings included in a paper IDS in compliance with 37 CFR § 1 .52(e). A CD cannot be used 
to submit an IDS listing or copies of the documents cited in the IDS." 

Since copies of reference 98 was originally submitted on a CD in lieu of a paper copy, this document has not been considered by the 
examiner. 

Reference 103 has not been considered by the examiner, since it is a duplicate of reference 92.
